One ot the best ways to 
protect yer vehicle's fin 
ish ts to park it ina garage, 
out of the elements, when- 
ever possible. If voudo have 
to park outdoors in the win- 
ter, don't use an ice scraper 
on anything but the win- 
dows; you could damage 
the finish trying to scrape 
snow or ice off pamted sur 
faces. 

If you live man area that 
uses road salt to melt ice or 
snow, it’s a good idea to 
frequently clean and rinse 
areas of the vehicle where 
salt might collect.

Stay 
far enough back from the 
vehicle in front of you that 
you're not driving into a 
spray of gravel. 

Road gravel and grime 
should be rinsed from the 
vehicle as often as possible. 


Other ways to protect 
your vehicle's finish 
throughout the year include:

* Wax your vehicle at 
least twice a year. Wax only 
when the vehicle ts clean 
and cool, Having it ina ga- 
rage or enclosed arca will 
help prevent dirt and dust 
from blowing onto the fin- 
ish while waxing. Use a 
high-quality car wax, apply 
it with @ wax applicator, 
and remove tt with a clean, 
soft cloth. 

If part of your vehicle 
needs repainting because of 
vandalism or an accident, 
choose a repair business 
carefully.

mid-60s--there are still 


some 500,000 vet $ in 
Canada. Their num®Bers are 
shrinking and their needs 
are changing duc to their 
increasing age but their de- 
mands, and those of their 
dependents, are actually 
increasing. But as werd of 
the Legion’s program 
spreads to members of to- 
day's armed forces, Bureau 
officers are seeing younger 
applicants every day; some 
who are sull only in their 
20s. 

Regardless of whether or 
not they have wartime serv-

Resource Centre tenants 
could be forced to move

Provuicial budget cuts could force the 13 government 
agencies thatcal} the Resource Centre home io move to 
alternate offices. 

In an interview, Micki McLean, Executive Director 
of Centre Hasungs Support Network said that a portion 
of ber budget amounting to $77,000, which covered the 
rents for the other agencies, was cut by the Conservative 
government as of Nov, 3. The agencies have a home at 
the Resource Centre until the end of December. The 
tenants m the budding include: Ministry of Community 
and Social Services agencies, Big Brothers and Big 
Sisters, Safe Homes, Madoc Helping Hands (food bank ). 

McLean said she cannot understand why the govern- 
ment would cut the legs out from under the Resource 
Centre when it has been a model showing government 
agencies how they can exist together in the same office 
space and be more cost efficient. 

The provincial government is currently encouraging 
agencies to sh do. ge a situation that already exists 
at the Resource Centre. The 13 agencies currently share 
one phone sysiem, one fax machine, one photo copier 
wee can purchase the service of a receptionist, McLean 
said. 

If the agencies are forced out of the Resource Centre 
it will cost the clients additional money to travel to 
Belleville to access the services.

County-wide MVA passed for 1996

Hastings County Coun- 
cilapproved the implemen- 
tation of county-wide mar- 
ket value assessment for 
the 1996 tax year. 

~.After a presentation on 

phase-in and a discussior 
on a motion amendment 
that'‘asked for 1996 market 
values, council approved 
the original motion pre- 
sented at September's 
méeting. 

The original motion to 


implement county-wide - 


market value assessment 
(MVA) based on 1992 mar- 
ket values was passed in a 
vote of 19-12, during a 
county council meeting, 
last Thursday, in Belleville. 

Prior to the vote on the 
original motion, Marmora 
Village Reeve Andre 
Philpot put forth a motion 
to use 1996 market values 
and acquire those assess- 
ment numbers as soon as 
possible. Madoc Village 
Reeve Tom Deline, at- 
tempting to clarify the mo- 
tion, asked what as soon as 
possible meant. Assess- 
ment Commissioner Emie 
Thain told council he and 
his staff would not be able 
to reassess the county at 
1996 values until 1999 to 


be implemented in the year 
2000 tax year. ze 

In an interview, follow- 
ing the meeting, Thain said 
now that county council has 
approved implementing 
county-wide MVA, his of- 
fice will be preparing as- 
sessment notices for all 
properties within the county 
which should be in the hands 
of property owners by mid- 
January. After the assess- 
ment notices are sent out, 
three-day Open Houses will 
be planned in each munici- 
pality, for the purpose of 
discussing assessment dis- 
crepancies. Thain said the 
first of the Open Houses 
will probably begin the last 
week in January. 

During a presentationon 
the option of phasing-in 
MVA, Tracey Ruthman and 
Bob Maddox from the Min- 
istry of Municipal Affairs 
told council members im- 
plementing would: be the 
decision of individual mu- 
nicipalities. 

Ruthman warned coun- 
cil members phasing-in 
MVA would create a “hor- 
rendous” amount pf work 
for the Clerk-Treasurer of 
the municipality. He added 
that it could take up to 15 
weeks of work to imple- 
ment. 


During the explanation, 
Maddox said that under the 
phasing -in process the prop- 
erty tax decreases finance 
the property tax increases 
and the maximum phase-in 
period is four years. 

If county council was 
considering implementing 
phase-in they would have 
to do it for next year,.at the 
time of the reassessment. 
Ruthman added that the 
phase-in system can be im- 
plemented following the 
next reassessment in four 
years. 

Owen Ketcheson, speak- 
ing on behalf of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture 
members, told council they 
were in favor of full MVA. 

Farmers in Hastings 
County are paying $1.6 
million too much in prop- 
erty taxes, which repre- 
sented a 42 per cent excess 
share, he said. 

In this global economy, 
farmers in the county just 
want a level playing field 
with which to compete on, 
with their competitors 
around the world, 
Ketcheson said. He added 
that county farmers are will- 
ing to pay their fair share. 

The Moira Watershed 
Action Committee spoke in 


opposition of full MVA. 


Victor Peachy, speaking on 
behalf of the Wollaston 
Cottagers Association told 
council that they should 
consider three key points 
before they vote on MVA. 
The first point to consider 


~was that assessments con- 


ducted on properties were 
questionable because when 
the association asked for a 
copy of the assessment 
notes they were told the 
notes were available, but in 
some case assessments 
were scribbled on paper and 
possibly not legible, Peachy 
said. 

The second point, 
Peachy said council should 
consider 1s that properties 
on Big Mink Lake have not 
been reviewed and assess- 
ments will have to be based 
on other properties in. the 
dfea, creating an unequal 
playing field. 


The third point, was that 
council should take more 
time to.consider the impli- 
cations of implementing 
MVA. Peachy provided 
council members with ex- 
amples of properties that 
were sold for much less than 
they were assessed at. In 
one case, ‘a property sold 
for $140,000,/while it’ was 
assessed at $186,000. 
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and is waiting for a letter from the Resource Centre 
tenants, stating their circumstances, to take to the Com- 
munity and Social Services Minister. Danford also said 
he is prepared to work with the Resource Centre. 
Another disturbing trend has arisen from the budget 
cuts. The welfare cuts are forcing recipients to Tind 
cheaper places to live, and many are choosing the Centre 
Hastings area, McLean said that from Nov. | to 16, 19 
new families on social assistance have moved to the 
Madoc area. She added that many of the families have 


‘ stated that they have moved to the area because it is a

War memories flow from stories 


“Many memories 
flowed from the World War 
One adventure of the 
Durnford parents,” said Kay 
Durnford following a pres- 
entation by Aureen 
Richardson of her family 
stories from the 1995 Quinte 
Writers Guild Book “Dare 
We Forget.” 

Kay also mentioned the 
death of a very close friend 
in Italy. 

The diaries of 1918 and 
1919 of Kay’s mother, 
Verda Brown, were re- 
viewed. She included the 
medical examination of her 
father, Frank Brown. Later 
he was assigned to the cook 
house as a neurological dis- 
ease would not permit him 
to keep up. These details 
were included in the story- 
-"Dad--A Disabled Sol- 
dier.”’ 

Anexcerpt from “A Vet- 
eran 's Wasted Years” told 
of the hospitalization of 


Arthur Richardson from 
1918 until his death in 1957. 
Another quotation of “No 
Surrender Joe Fought In 
Flanders” told how Joe 
Richardson received his 
nickname on April 23, 1916. 
From “A Salute To First 
Special Force” she read the 
letter that Garnet 
Richardson had-written to 
Keith's family after Keith's 
death in Italy in 1944. 
From “Commemoration 
Plaque at Madoc for. John 
Weir Foote, VC,” she read 
the Nov. 9, 1991 message 
of the Minister of Veterans 
Affairs who spoke of the 
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heroism of Foote at Dieppe. 
He wasn't captured but 
went to prison camp with 
the captured. 

Since Foote was padre 
of the Royal Hamilton Light 
Infantry, Major Kinson 
spoke of Foote’s valour and 
distinction. 

The presentation ended 
with Mike Fidey tracing the 
history of the Victoria 
Cross--the highest award 
for gallantry in the Empire 
and Commonwealth since 
1856. The presentation was 
made at a Hastings’ Diners 
held at St. George's Angli- 
can Church Nov. 16.

I'm always amazed by 


snowmobilers who climb, 


off their sleds complaining 
of sore muscles or an ach- 
ing back. It’s asif they didn’t 
expect a day p ot 
sfowmobiling to be” any 
work. It may not be righqup 
there with wood splitting or 
the triathalon, but 
snowmobiling has its own 
unique muscle require. 
ments and, like any other 
physical activity, can cause 
injury if mishandled. 

I know wherebf | speak. 

ven witha daily work-out, 
I can be stiff the morming 
after a long ride. Ten years 
ago, before I really got into 
heavy-duty riding, I had 
back surgery to repair a disc 
problem. I haven't had any 
pain or discomfort since that 
day, despite racking up (so 
to speak) almost 100,000 
kilometres, But that fortui- 
fous outcome was by de- 
sign, not luck. 

I've always optedtor the 
best suspension available. 
upgrading stock parts with 
aftermarket where needed 
I prefer not to ride at night 
because I can't see the 
bumps fast enough to react 
and protect my back. I rely 
on strong thigh muscles to 
absorb undue shocks and 
on a bumpy trail, will often 
crouch like a jockey to bring 
those muscles more into 
play. But my preparation 
starts long before the sea- 
son.

An interesting peek into 


Did you know that the 
first train to pass over the 
Black Bridge in 
Campbellford occurred in 
the year of 1879? 

Larry Healey, ownér of 
the Campbellford Flea Mar- 
ket, revealed that informa- 
tion as guest speaker at the 
Nov. Ist meeting of the 
Rylstone Women’s Insti- 
tute. The meeting was held 
at the home of Tweedsmuir 
curator Dorothy Thomson. 

Larry spoke on the-his- 
tory of the old Breithaupt 
Leather Factory, presently 
the Campbellford Flea Mar- 
ket. Inthe past it was known 
as the Northumberland Pa- 
perand Egg Factory andthe 
Northumberland Paper and 
Electric Company. Bank- 
ruptcy was declared in 
1895. A fire destroyed part 
of the mill in 1916 and there 
Was a second fire in 1930.

Baill closed. oe 


_past for Rylstone members 


Breithaupt bought the 
factory in 1946. It was un- 
der a couple of receiverships 
in the following years until 
1983 when it was purchased 
by Mr. Healey. The 
Campbellford Flea Market 
opened in 1994. 


Ranney Falls was men- 
tioned on the map in 1790 
and a saw mill was in opera- 
tion at the Falls in 1832. 
This was the first recorded 
time of anyone living there. 
The speaker passed around 
old post cards and history 
books showing 
Campbellford and Ranney 
Falls. It was a very interest-
